grasses that had kept the fruit intact 
was found. 


Investigation proved that a switch

Refuse to Grant Any Delay. 


The operators in Chicago and New 


York refused to give the corporation 
any further time in which to consider 
their demands, although it 
was ex- 


plained to the union officials in a com- 
munication from 
Melville E. Stone, 


genera! manager of the Associated 
Press, that it would be impossible to 
consider the demands 
in the short 


time allowed in the ultimatum. 


In Chicago the seventeen operators 


walked out with scarcely any demon- 
stration. They lingered a few minutes 
BrmiTi<i their '.:cys until one of the offi- 
cials advised them to leave the operat- 
ing room. 


Immediately after the strike the lo- 


cal officials of the Associated Press 
took what measures they could for fur- 
nishing the newspapers the best possi- 
ble service under such conditions.

Fierce Encounter Between 


Troops and Strikers in 


Irish City. 


Belfast, Ireland. Aug. 13,—During 


the rioting last night one woman and 
two men were killed and many of 
both sexes were injured. 


The collision between the military 


forces and the strikers took place 
near the barracks In Culliagiree streFt 
yesterday. The troops, hard pressed, 
were forced to fire into the mob which 
was assailing them. 


The hospitals are overcrowded by 


the large number of strikers who were 
shot down or bayoneted, and police 
and militiamen who were injured by 
the missiles thrown by the strikers. 


The conflict began when a mob of 


men and women attacked a police in- 
spector. Soldiers were at once sum- 
moned, but they were met by a hail 
of paving stones, which resulted in 
emptying some of the saddles. 


Disregard Riot Act. 


The riot act was read, but the mad- 


dened mob refused to disperse and 
kept up a terrific fusilade of -stones, 
broken bottles and brickbats. Bayonet 
charges failed to rout them and the 
order to fire was given. 


The wrecKed condition of the streets 


and houses in the 
Falls and 
Gros- 


venor districts yesterday testified to 
the severity of. the 
rioting Sunday 


night. 


Hardly a window or a street lamp 


remains 
intact, 
while 
doors 
were 


smashed in by stones. 
The 
street 


paving was torn up on nil sides to fur- 
nish the rioters with missiles. 


Arrest Causes a Riot. 


Sunday night's troubles were caused 


by the attempt 01 a crowd to rescue 
two men who had been arrested. A 
battle between the strikers and police 
was soon raging and 
troops 
were 


called from Ormeau park. 


The soldiers no sooner appeared 


than they were greeted with showers 
of cobblestones, which had been dili- 
gently torn up in anticipation of their 
visit." These and bricks 
and small 


stones rained from the top windows 
of houses as well as from the crowd. 
Several soldiers 
were 
severely in- 


jured. 
They were 
then ordered to 


charge. 


The streets were 
piteh dark, the 


mob having extinguished the lamps, 
and 
the 'work 
was 
difficult. The. 


charges were frequently resisted and 
several were struck with the bayonets. 
There were many 
women 
in 
the 


crowds and frequently as the. soldiers 
came in contact with the mob a man 
would seize a woman and courageously 
thrust her before nim. shouting. "Cow- 
ard, you wouldn't stab a woman." at 
the same time allowing her to receive 
the bayonet's point while himself es- 
eapins unhurt. 


In Cullingtree rrad dragoons charg- 


ed with swordn. from which many of 
the rioters received wounds, but as the 
weapons were blunt nobody was dan- 
gerously hurt.

explicit promise of immunity given to 
the road by Mr, Moody, now an as- 
sociate justice of the United States 
supreme court, when he was attorney 
general. 
Tho attention of Mr. Bona- 


parte was called to this promise last 
week, not by the Chicago and Alton 
but by an official of the government 
who has had to no with the prepara- 
tion of the case against the- oil trust. 
He stated that without the assistance 
of the Chicago and Alton 
It 
would 


have been impossible for the govern- 
ment to prosecute the Standard Oil 
upon n large number of counts which 
were contained in indictments found 
in Chicago. New York and Tennessee. 


Alton's Action Helped in Suit. 


It was possible, of course, for the 


department of justice to b;ive com- 
pelled the. Chicago and Alton to op'-n 
its books and papers in accordance 
with the derision rendered in the to- 
bacco and paper trust, cases. But such 
proceedings necessarily would have 
placed the railroad on its guard and 
prevented the government from get- 
ting information ns nnur.dantly as it 
did as a result of the voluntary action 
of the road.

soon as the civilians who now occupy j 
the \Vinona Boys' City leave for home, 
their camp site in the woods at the 
lower end of the Juke will be occupied 
by another boys' 
organization, one 


that is entirely different from a juve- 
nile municipality. It will be the en- 
campment of the Knights and Squires 
of the Holy Grail. It is a brotherhood 
of hoys, not a secret order, founded 
by Perry E. Powell, of Garrett, this 
state, who has seen the organization 
expand until its "castles," or lodges, 
arc to be found in thirty-one states. 
The Grai! has its ritual, its uniform 
rank, somewhat after the ideas of the 
Knights of Pythias, but it is a work 
among boys which they carry on them- 
selves, and it reaches the youth of 
the Presbyterian and Methodist de- 
nominations and those of the Y. M. C. 
A. Last year Mr. Powell had- one 
castle in Indiana, now there are nine- 
ty-four. 
The "Grailers" 
will 
pitch 


their tents in the woods and will see 
much of the Winona outdoor life, and 
at the same time will carry on the 
work of their order. 
There will be 


more than 100 boys here and a num- 
ber of mothers will probably come to 
do their cooking and see after their 
comforts. Among the Indiana castles 
that will be represented are Blooming- 
ton, 
Whiting, Garrett, Decatur, Mon- 


roe, Churubusco, Greenfield, Hunting- 
ton, 
Crawfordsville, Anderson, Mun- 


cie. 
Newcastle, Peru and Walkerton. 


Some Ohio and Michigan boys will 
nlso be in the encampment. 


The "Grailers" are made up of two 


separate bodies, who have a work of 
their own to do, and there is one gen- 
eral feature in which both take part. 
Ono of the bodies is made 
up 
of 


"squires," including boys from twelve 
to fifteen years of age. The other 
body is the "knights," including hoys 
of fifteen or over. 
Mr. Powell, who 


has been here for some time arranging 
for tire encampment, said that in work 
among boys such as he is doing it is 
necessary to have attractions for both 
the younger and older element. "The 
young boy,' he said, "is like an Eng- 
lish sparrow, he can soon 
drive an 


older boy out of an organization. The 
knights have a work which is higher 
than that of the squires, 
and 
the 


squires can only get into it as they 
reach the required age." 


Mr. Powell thinks that tils order 


comes nearer a solution of the so- 
called boy problem than" any other 
year around work that has been under- 
taken. Its ritual is symbolic and re- 
ligious, its uniform rank is attractive, 
and its camp life and athletics are 
along the lines of boyish demands. 
During the Winona encampment many 
diversions have been 
arranged for. 


Will D. Kyle, of Fort Wayne, will or- 
ganize the young musicians into a 
band.

There 
were more Methodists here last year 
than Presbyterians, and in point of 
number the Baptists ranked with the 
denomination which in the beginning 
opened the resort as a place of wor- 
ship. 
This summer the 
Methodists 


have considerably larger representa- 
tion here than do the 
Presbyterians. 


Above and beneath the Winona sur- 
face one cannot by mingling with the 
church element here determine wheth- 
er Winona is Methodist or Presbyter- 
ian in tone. The place seems big and 
broad enough to hold all 
of 
the 


church denominations. 


The 
Methodists 
receive 
marked 


recognition from year to year by the 
Winona management. Methodist min- 
isters preach from the pulpit, Method- 
ists are found in the Bible school and 
Bible 
conference 
and 
Methodist 


preachers and orators are heard from j 
the platform of the. Winona Assembly. 


Because of its stragetic location in 


Northern Indiana, and because it has 
already developed its facilities, Wino- 
na lake is looked upon with favor as 
the summer play and study ground for 
the Methodists of Ohio. Indiana 
and 


Illinois and before the summer is over 
some steps will be taken to win recog- 
nition from the church in these three 
states toward making Winona 
lake 


the summering place. The Methodists 
acquired a foothold here some years 
ago when the Preachers' Aid society 
erected a building as a. summer shel- 
ter, known as the Hays Memorial. The 
magnitude of Winona would require 
years of time and an immense sum of 
money.

"ministering their charges. The report, 
is as follows: 
To -the Board of State Charities; the 


Judge of the 
Allen Circuit Court, and the Board of 
Commissioners of Allen 
County, 
In- 
diana: 
We, the board of charities and correc- 
tions of Allen county, respectfully report 
that we have visited the several institu- 
tions of "Allen county at various ..times 
between May 29 and tha date of present 
writing and take pleasure in reporting 
that-the conditions found at all the in- 
stitutions is such that we have nothing 
but praise. 


' On May 29 we- attended the 
formal 


opening- of the new- buildings and addi- 
tions to the county 
infirmary, which 
make the entire Institutions new and 
thoroughly modern. The cramped quar- 
ters 
and 
insufficient 
accommodations 


which formerly prevailed have made way 
for improvements of the most modern 
type. 
Two wings have been added, one 


for men and the other for women, and 
though the old walls were left standing", 
the interior has been made practically 
new, and when inside it is impossible to 
distinguish the new wings from the old 
buildings.

STUFFED EGG PLANT. 


Parboil a good sized, firm egg plant for ten minutes, 


then lay in ice cold water lor an hour. 
Meantime make a 


forcemeat, using a half cup minced boiled tongue or ham, a" 
teaspoonful each minced parsley and onion, salt, - pepper, a 
beaten egg and a little cream to moisten. 
Take the egg 


plant from the water, wipe dry, and cut In halves lengthwise. 
Scrape out the seeds and enough of the pulp to make a good 
Sized cavity. Chop the pulp and add to the dressing already- 
prepared. Fill the cavity, fit the two halves together and 
bind in place with a strip of cleanr muslin. Lay in a deep 
baking pan, pour a cup of stock around the vegetable, cover 
and- bake half an hour. 
Lift into a hot dish, remove the 


binding, and pour about the plant the gravy that has formed 
or-a butter or tomato sauce. The French prefer to use sau- 
sage-mixed with .bread crumbs for .their force meat. 
In a 


formal course dinner, stuffed egg plant, hot and with a sauce, 
is usually served alone as a separate course following the 
roast. At the ordinary family dinner it comes on with the 
meat or at this season of extreme heat, takes the place of 
meat' In the latter- case the stuffing should be hearty.
